etc, including wastage allowed, and on the finished, cut and 
polished diamonds, stones, pearls as well as other precious 
metals if any, used in its manufacture. While the Export 
Obligation on import of gold etc. will be fixed by the Advance 
Liceitsing Committee a minimum value addition of 15 
will also have to he achieved on the finished cut and polished 
diamonds, stones, pearls and other inputs used in the manu¬ 
facture of the Jewellery exported. The input/oulpui norms 
applicable to export of gold jewellery under this scheme arc 
given in Annexure V to Appendix 19. 

35- The exporters would be entitled to replenishment on the value 
of finished cut and polished diamonds and other stones used 
in the manufacture of the jewellery at the rate prescribed in 
Appendix 17. 

36. Import of items for export of plain/studded gold jewellery 
will be subject to the following further conditions;— 

(1) Applications for such Advance licences will be considered 
only by the Advance Licensing Committee in the office 
of the CCI&L. New Delhi. 

(2) Applications for advance licences against these exports- 
will be against specific export orders only. 

(3) tmport and Export of •‘findings’’ and ‘•mountings^’ etc. 
will be allowed on net to net basis and the wast.agc allow¬ 
ed in y\nnexure V to Appendix 19 will be deterrained on 
the weigh.t of the findings and mountaiiigs etc. exported.
